SUICIDE 

Burial Societies Must Not Tell 

A CorrcspAndent of the German Socialist organ, the SoziAX.- 
Bbmokbat, published in Prague, has revealed some hearirendii:^ 
facts of the growth of the number of suicides among tbe^ Jev^^ in 
Germany. The Coiirespondent states Uiat he made a secrrt investigs- 
tkm of tlie facts, which are not allowed to Come out, either in Gennany 
or abroad. The Jewish burial societies liave to de^ with the funerals 
of the suicides, but they are strictly prohibited to divulge any facts. 
Hie Gennan Socialists, however, who ore carrying on their work 
secretly, have gathered information of lat^ numbers of Jews who 
were driven to commit suicide by the Nazi r^ime. Cases of Jewish 
suicides are especially frequent among the elderly Jews who fall into 
despair when they find themselves robbed of their businesses and 
occupation by the Nazis, without any prospects of building up a 
new life either in Germany or abroad.

GHETTO LAW DETAILS 
Legal Commentary to be Publisbed 

Evidence that the r^;ulations implementing the Nuremberg laws 
are ready otul awaiting pnmaulsRtion, is. contained in an announce¬ 
ment in the Press of a new boolc, “ Commentaries on German Racial 
Z^q^alation” (“Kommentare zur deutschen Ztassengeset^bimg ”). 
Th» first voliune of the book will contain a full examinaUon of the 
racial law% including the Nuremberg decrees. The sales of the volume, 
however, not be permitted before the official promulgation of the 
details of the Nuremberg laws. 

The authors of tlw book arc the government «cperts on racial 
leglalaf^on. State Setuetory Dr. Stuckart and Government Counsellor 
Xhr. CUobke, of the Miidstry of the Interiori. 


FIRST SENTENCE UNDER NUREMBERG LAWS 
Foreign Jew Gets Nine Months 

The first criminal action under the Nuremberg laws has been 
heard at Altona, near Hamburg. A Jewish husiness-man named Lioo 
Smeohow, aged twenty-three, was sentenced to nine months* imprison¬ 
ment for “attttnpted racial pollution** with an “Aryan** girl of 
twenty-one wheun be met in a bar. The facts were duq>uted, but the 
biinirt> aooqjted the woman's story. The nationality of the Jew 
seems' to be uncertain. It was stated in court that he was a Pole. 
Commenting on this stat^ent, the X*rerictiug Judge gave his view that 
the new laws were applicable to all Jews in Germany, r^pardless of 
nationality, and rave his verdict accordingly. Since the trial, how¬ 
ever, the Polish Emhasiiy in Berlin has issued a statement to the 
efiect that Herr Smechow is not a Pidisb citizen at all, but is believed 
to be oiaoienioo^ *

Compensation for Dismissed Jew 

As a result of me paaeing of a Jewish film m Friudefort-on-ihe- 
\fain into “ Arvan ** hands the immediate d i sm i as ol of a Jewish 
^ojSe. metier, who had wmked. for ^ to for five years, 
sued mo new owner for discharging hun. Tno^ employer 

contended that he did not want to keep Jews m hia employ. I'he 
court, howevCT, ordered him to pay the disoharged employee three 
months* salary os compensation, deebtfing that he should have con¬ 
sidered me question of me Jews* continued employment while the 
transfer of the business was being negotiated. 

Dr. Frick on the Ghetto Laws 

Addressing on audience of several thousands of State officials. 
Dr. Prick, Reich Minister of the Interior, referred to the Nuremberg 
laws and expressed the hope that mey would prove' to be a long- 
lasting blessing for tlie. German nation. “It is untrue,*’ he said, 
“ tliat wo aim to torture mo Jews berause of meir raoe. We only 
wish to establish a clear demarcation line by legal measures. When 
that line has been definitely fixed, there will not be any further 
complaints.** _ - _ 

Jews Must be Dismissed First 

A Jew, who liad a wife and family and who had fougb^ hi the War, 
appealed to a labour Court against his dismissal from bis job after 
iifteen'yoore* se^oe/While young single men bad been retatned. Ho 
complained that ’the »eal reason for his dismissal was that he was 
Jewish. ^The court rejected his appeal, ruling that "an employer could 
not be expected first^to dismiss Germans to keep an older Jewish 
workman employed. 


“ Jews, Moths and Cockroaches 




Hero is a sriection from one day's activity in Nazi German}-, as 
reported by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency : 

In the Rockingen district, the locri frurm han4s refused to help 
the Jewish farmers to harvest meir crops. In Ratxebuhr, Pomerania, 
a sign was displayed at mo entrance to me town Feadh:^; “Jews, 
moths and cockroaches enter our town at meir own risk.” In 
Altcnkirchen, me butchers of the entire district decided not to buy 
cattle firom Jews. In Schornsheirn-on-me-Rhine, the Municipality 
decided not to employ artisans or carters who deal wim Jews. In 
Eisleben, the hirthpla^ of Dumer, me local Nari leodw ordcored tho 
discontinuance of municipal relief to mose persons dealing wim Jews. 
In Ofienheira, artisans were ordered to take on oath that mey and the 
members of their families do not deal with Jews before they, .could 
receive orders from the Municipality. 

Depreciation of the Mark 

In an article on the deprectation of the mark abroad, me Berlin 
Correspondent of the Daily Telbubarb ipves one of the reasons os 
“ the uncertainty felt about me position of the Jews. The so-called 
* Nuremberg laws,* which established an inferior eat^osy ,of citizens, 
have, so far, not been supplemented ^ me ’law of application,’ 
required under German procure. .Hus anidety is leoffiflg, on tho 
one band, to a renewed wave of Jewuh emigration and, on the other 
hand, to a spirit of uncertainty on the Stock Bzcfaaags in other 
businere quarter^ If a Jew decides to remove his oapital from Ger¬ 
many in a legal manner it is subject to deductions leave him 

mm only twenty-seven per cent, of the oii^iial amoiinX Even this 
is only handed over after a wait which may eztrad Ibc several years. 
As a result it is generally believed that thore has been a recrudescence 
of smuggling; for, at me worst, mark notes will fetch at least 
lialf their face value if sold abroad.** *
